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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTON REQUIREMENT & AMENDMENT 


This is a response to the office action of August 1 1, 2003. 

Applicant requests a one-month extension of time, for which fee payment of $55 is enclosed. Please 
charge any fee deficiency, or credit any excess, to Deposit Account No. 14-07 1 1 . 

Applicant elects to prosecute Group I, that is, claims 1-9, 1 1, 12, 16 and 17, with traverse as below. 

Applicant traverses the requirement with respect to claim 10 (Species III) on the grounds that claim 1 is 
generic to said species, on the plain wording of claim 1 and 10 and 13, and because reasons have not been 
given. Claim 10 simply embraces a subset of collection points, namely vertical pipes. 

Notwithstanding, if the examiner refuses to withdraw the restriction upon reconsideration, for purposes of 
prosecuting this application now, applicant admits that claim 10 is not a patentably distinct species. 

With respect to claims 13-15, amendments are submitting, making them dependent claims and otherwise 
amending them as indicated on the enclosure listing of claims. Reconsideration of the restriction 
requirement for those claims is thus requested. /
